2- Since late December, more Soviet troons have arrived in Tench! * Lunmehl ng ts 3 un , 
and Ch’aoyangch’uan. Soviet troons have arrived in other areas of Firin Province, 
Tlanchuria, but dates of arrival are not knovm.* Since late December, there has 
been considerable air activity by Soviet aircraft at the Tenchi airfield and also 
heavy traffic of ^ovi^t tanks and military vehicles between Tench! and Fonchotu**

newly-arrived Soviet troc~$ a but they are not u,*ed for forced labor as they were 
when Soviet troops arrived at the of Porld tfar II. 

4, According to Soviet pro“)armn&a*** in th* Yenehi area, "-ovlet troons are tem- 
porarily stationed in the area to operate a tank and aimlane srmly base for 
Chinese volunteers fighting in Korea. It is said that another reason for 
stationing Soviet trooos in that area is that from this position they can 
observe developments In the Korean mar r.n d. if necessary, step into the actual 
fighting.****
